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The response to restriction requirement received 8 September 201 1 has been 
made of record. Claims 1 -1 0 are being examined, claims 1 1 -41 are withdrawn. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koga et al '697 in view of Arita et al '632 and Ouchi et al '175. 

Koga et al teach ink compositions comprising colorant, solvent, polyhydric 
alcohol and polyoxyalkylene glycol-n-alkyl ethers (abstract, paragraph [0032] and 
paragraph [0041]). While the inorganic value to organic value ratio is not explicitly 
recited, the values for the species specified as suitable by the reference are seen as 
meeting those instantly claimed. 

The compositions are taught as having surface tensions of 31 -35 mN/m, 
however, the method of measurement is not specified. 

The reference to Arita et al teaches the desirability of inks with dynamic surface 
tensions within applicants claimed range while the Ouchi et al reference teaches 
desirable static surface tensions within applicants' claimed range. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to select polyhydric alcohols and 
polyoxyalkylene glycol n ethers as components of the primary reference and to produce 
inks within applicants' surface tension ranges for the desirable printing characteristics 
taught to ensue.
